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INFORMAL DISCUSSION BY ONE OF THE JURY 
CLASS “B” III PROJET 


This rather technical problem, to our surprise, produced many varied and interesting solutions, well studied 
and admirably presented. There was no one scheme we liked best, but we were hoping for the ideal solution 
with the classrooms grouped together and the auditorium and gymnasium also centrally located. The nearest 
approach to this seemed to us to be Bailey’s, of Princeton, who was awarded the Scarab Prize. He combined 
auditorium and gym, using the auditorium for spectators of gymnasium contests, and took advantage of the 
slope of the auditorium to get his public over the school circulation on the ground floor. It was ingenious and 
very well presented. He very nearly lost the prize by making his classrooms less than the required size, but as 
he gained nothing by so doing he was not penalized. 

The problem we placed second, by Graesser, of N. Y. U., was the usual solution, centralizing the class- 
rooms and placing the auditorium and gymnasium at the ends. It is a very workable plan in every respect. 
There were quite a few Colonial facades for this type of plan, of which this was the best in proportion and 
presentation. His classroom windows measure exactly 1/5 of the floor area, the minimum requirement. We 
felt that it was much more difficult to study successfully this type of elevation than the factory type, like 
Bailey’s, the winner. 

Roberto, of Whitman-Goodman Atelier of New York City, produced the best of the unsymmetrical plans. 
He had a very interesting elevation in.a dark red, which accounts for its deep value in reproduction. We liked 
his auditorium on the avenue, and his gym opening on the playground, the excellent location of his stairs and 
toilets. It seems to be difficult to present an unsymmetrical scheme so that it appears natural and well propor- 
tioned, with everything in its proper place. ‘Che other unsymmetrical schemes submitted were not as convinc- 
ing as his. 

Another very well studied scheme was Rosenberg’s, N. Y. U., with an interesting “battleship” elevation. 
Would that all battleships could be turned into schools! 

Walker’s, of Princeton, plan we thought admirable, with his auditorium and gym forming a shallow court 
on the avenue, all classrooms with the same orientation, an excellent study of circulation. He would have been 
placed higher had his elevation been better. 
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Hyatt, of Oklahoma A. & M. College, had a most excellent projet in every respect; very pleasing eleva- 
tion, well studied plan. It represented the best of a group of patio schemes that would be excellent for a warm 
climate, though not as compact as some of the others. 


There were many other good projets, and we found it very difficult, as usual, to decide fairly where a 
student was on the border line between a mention and a cross, In general, the sections and plot plans were not 
obscured by the rendering, and this gratified the jury. Please bear in mind that we had to judge 413 projets, 
and that clearness of presentation and simplification of your plan, so that it shows at once the main elements 
of the program, helps us enormously to read intelligently your ideas in the brief time we can spend in front of 


your drawing.

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CLASS “A” & “B” ARCHAEOLOGY IV PROJET 


“THE INTERIOR OF A TUDOR HALL” 


Near the end of the Fifteenth Century, England 
had caught the flare of the Renaissance which spread 
from Italy through France. From Henry VII through 
the reigns of Henry VIII, Edward VI, Mary and 
Elizabeth, England produced the most distinctive and 
perhaps the most brilliant period of her architectural 
history. The houses here developed marked improve- 
ments in comfort and luxury; but the Great Hall still 
remained the most important feature of the manor or 
grange, as the great Lord and Landowner’s household 
consisted of his family and a retinue of Knights and 
Retainers. These halls wete lofty in height with vast 
mullioned windows and bays, principally on the south- 
erly side, admitting an abundance of light and air, and 
still adhering to the perpendicular feeling of the Gothic. 
The ceilings were spanned by boldly carved oak trusses 
or beams. The walls were lined with oak panelled 
wainscots. The fireplaces and galleries were richly 
ornamented. Flags, banners, tapestries, ancestral por- 
traits and armor furnished the decorations. Many fine 
examples may be found in such books as Nash’s ‘‘Man- 
sions of England”, and “English Country Homes”, 
Period II, Vol. I and Period III, Vol. 2. 


This problem shall consist of the interior design of 
a Great Hall in the residence of an English Land- 
owner of the Sixteenth Century. It shall be assumed 
that the hall has one or more fireplaces and a gallery 
or projecting balcony supported on an oak screen. Ac- 
cess to the gallery may be obtained either by the stair- 
case exposed in the room or an adjoining stairhall be- 
yond the confines of this problem. The Great Hall 
shall not exceed fifty feet in length or thirty feet in 
width.

“AN ELEMENTARY SCHOOL” 


A suburban community proposes to erect an elemen- 
tary school with modern athletic features which now 
form the policy of the Department of Health and Wel- 
fare of this township. A site 750 by 750 feet square 
has been purchased for this purpose. The plot faces a 
broad avenue on one side and is limited by minor 
streets on its other boundaries. 


It is required that the school include the following 
elements to be disposed on two floors: 


a. Sixteen grade rooms, 660 square feet each. 
b. A kindergarten room, 660 square feet. 


c. A library which is also to be used as a board 
meeting room, 660 square feet. 


d. Principal’s room, 240 square feet. 

e. First-aid room. 

f. Toilet rooms for boys and girls. 

Separate entrances for boys and girls shall be pro- 
vided and ample corridors and stairways shall connect 
the two floors and elements here required. Additionally 
there shall be on the ground floor, 

g. A gymnasium 4,000 square feet. 

h. An auditorium, 4,000 square feet. 


‘The gymnasium and auditorium shall have separate 
entrances, and be well lighted and ventilated. 


In addition the plot will contain an athletic field 
which shall include a baseball diamond, 90 by 90 feet 
with a field radius of 235 feet, a running track, and 
two tennis courts 60 by 120 feet. 

The specifications of the Department of Health re- 
garding classrooms are that ceilings shall be not less 
than twelve feet in the clear and that the window area 
shall equal at least one-fifth of floor area.

With the development of the moderate priced auto- 
mobile, the life of the population of this country has 
been completely changed in the last decade.

On a large country estate the owner proposes to 
erect an enclosed swimming pool with adjoining lounge 
and services. The swimming pool proper and lounge 
shall be included in the rectangle 35 by 95 feet and 
constitutes the limits of this problem.

“A MUNICIPAL PLAYGROUND AND ATHLETIC CENTER FOR A TOWN OF 
MODERATE SIZE” 


A municipality of about 200,000 inhabitants has received a bequest from a generous citizen enabling it to 
build a municipal Playground and Athletic Center. The city has acquired for this purpose a piece of land 
measuring 1,200 feet east and west, by 800 feet north and south, sloping gradually, at a gradient of about one 
in ten, towards a river on the south, and bounded on the three other sides by streets of practically equal impor- 
tance. On this ground are to be placed the following units: 


1. A Gymnasium and Public Bath easily accessible from the street. The gymnasium proper will measure 
100 x 60 feet with galleries for spectators. There are to be also an enclosed swimming pool measuring 
100 x 30 feet, showers, lockers, etc. 

The Administration Offices of the whole establishment may be placed in this building, or in separate 
buildings. 

2. A Stadium of which the arena shall measure about 450 feet long by 320 feet wide. This will afford 
space for a football field, and a baseball diamond (not used at the same season of the year), and out- 
side of these a running track. Beyond, seats should be provided for 10,000 spectators. 


3. An Outdoor Swimming Pool measuring 100 by 30 feet with ample space for spectators, adjoining dress- 
ing rooms, showers, etc. 


4. A Playground separately enclosed, for small children containing a wading pool, sand piles, swings, etc., 
measuring not more than 200 feet in the greatest dimension. 


5. A Playground for Boys and Girls with three basketball fields measuring 60 x 30 feet, six covered ten- 
nis courts allowing 60 x 120 feet for each, a space for simple gymnastic apparatus, bars, etc. 


6. There will also be a Refreshment Room for soft drinks and light refreshments, with adequate service. 
Tables should be provided for 500 people and an outdoor terrace is desired. 


7. The Entrance to the establishment should be sufficiently monumental to indicate its memorial charac- 
ter, and to especially commemorate the donor. 


The river banks may be used for terraces, walks, etc., but the river itself, having a swiftly flowing current, 
cannot be used for swimming or other recreation. 


Provision for parking space for automobiles shall not be made, inasmuch as cars will be taken care of on 
land adjacent to the Playground.
